3. That Applicant, pursuant to the provisions of KRS 278.020 and 278.023, seeks (i) a 
Certificate of Public Convenience and Necessity, permitting Applicant to construct a waterworks 
construction project, consisting of extensions, additions, and improvements (the "Project") to the 
existing waterworks system of Applicant; (ii) an Order approving revised rates; and (iii) approval 
of the proposed plan of financing said Project. 

4. That theproposedproject includes the installation of approximately 78,700 linear feet 
of water lines and appurtenances and the construction of a 100,000 gallon water storage tank. which - - - - 
will serve approximately 100 new customers in the District's temtory.
